Cambodia Severs 
Relations With U.S. 


P h n o m Penh, Cambodia 


(UPI) — Cambodia Monday 
broke 
diplomatic 
relations 


with the United States. It said 
an American news magazine 
article on Queen mother Kos- 
samak and U S.-Vietnamese 
bombing raids were the rea- 
sons. 


Chief of State Prince Nor- 


odom Sihanouk said consular 
relations with the U n i t e d 
States would be maintained, 
which would enable the United 
States to have lower-level mis- 
sions here when its embassy 
closes. 


The move was the latest in 


a series by this neutralist na- 
tion to cut its ties with Wash- 
ington. At the same time, Si- 
hanouk has moved closer to 
Communist C h i n a , Cambo- 
dia's neighbor to the north, 
and France, which seeks neu- 
trality for all of Southeast 
Asia. 


Sunday, Cambodia told the 


Southeast Asia Treaty Organ- 
ization (SEATO) that it no 
longer wants to be included in 
its "protective umbrella."

and stability of the whole 
economy, as well as the pros- 
perity of the steel companies 
and their workers, lies in a 
noninflationary 
final 
settle- 


ment of the labor negotia- 
tions." 


The President said such a 


settlement should be accom- 
panied by "continued over-all 
stability of steel prices" and 
continued efforts by the fed- 
eral government to promote 
the prosperity and growth of 
the steel industry and all oth- 
er sectors of the economy. 


Study Made Public 


Johnson issued his statement 


in making public the results 
of a four-month study of steel 
prices by his Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. 


His action followed agree- 


ment by the industry and the 
United Steelvvorkers Union on 
an interim agreement t h a t 


postponed until Sept. 1 the 
deadline for a new basic con- 
tract. 


The long-awaited s t u.d y, 


which J o h n s o n obviously 
hopes will have an impact on 
bargaining sessions, said steel 
wage increases since 1959 
have "remained well within 
the rate of increase of output 
per hour in the industry and 
the economy." 


Council members also re- 


ported that "on the average, 
steel prices are essentially un- 
changed from 1959." 


Johnson said both wage and 


price behavior has been con- 


sistent with council guideposts 
for noninflationary wage-price 
decisions. 


Good For Economy 


This "has been good for the 


prosperity of the steel indus- 
try and for the employment 
of steel workers," J o h n s o n 
said. "It has made and will 
make a major contribution to 
the stability and progress of 
our whole economy." 


The chief executive said the 


study "reinforces my convic- 
tion of the soundness of the 
guidepost as a cornerstone of 
American prosperity."

Words 


We have a kind of mixed heritage in 


this nation that troubles us in times such 
as these. We profess to live by reason and 
do so a vast majority of the time. How- 
ever, events can and do transpire that dic- 
tate our abandonment of this principle, 
that call upon us to stand up and be count- 
ed on behalf of that in which we believe, 
whether or not it can stand all tests of 
reason. 


Reason calls for the settlement of dis- 


agreements through discussion, through un- 


d e r s t a n d i n g and 
through a willingness 
to compromise. This 
is not the position of 
the United States to- 


day In Viet Nam nor in the suddenly explo- 
sive Dominican Republic. In speaking over 
the weekend in words meant for the people 
of the Dominican Republic, President John- 
son said: "... neither we nor any other 
nation in this hemisphere can or should 
take it upon itself to ever interfere with 
the affairs of your country or any other 
country. We believe that change comes and 
we are glad it does, and it should come 
through peaceful process. But revolution 
in any country is a matter for that country 
to deal with. It becomes a matter calling 
for hemispheric action only—repeat—only 
when the object is the establishment of a 
communist dictatorship." 


Those words summarize the policy of 


this nation as it now exists and should be 
understood by all Americans. We believe 
in self-determination by any people, with 
one exception. That exception is commu- 
nism. 


To the United States, this exception is 


the end of the line. When it comes to that 
point, we are not open to discussion or to 
compromise and it is a policy that will 
bring us many anxious times in the years 
ahead. Right now, it means American mili- 
tary forces fighting and dying on foreign 
-soils. 


* 
One might argue that communism is 


not self-determination and we, therefore, 
are guilty of no inconsistencies in ruling 
it out. The plain fact is, however, that 
most revolutions are not self-determination, 
including those that might end in a democ- 
racy. Self-determination must include at 
least a majority of the people of a nation 
and it is doubtful that a majority even 
knows what is going on in Viet Nam and 
the Dominican Republic. Democracy rules 
in those places, when it does, not so much 
as a result of the free choice of the people 


there but because it is what has been e- 
tablished and. therefore, what the peopij 
automatically hve with. 


It is doubtful that a majority of the 


3.5 million Dominicans can read or write. 
The island is largely rural in character 
and economy and the land, as typical in 
the Caribbean, is largely in the hands of 
a relatively few people. The history of the 
island is a history of violence, of either 
weak republics or dictatorships. The small 
country just does not lend itself to true 
self-determination along any lines. What 
we are insisting upon is self-determina- 
tion our way and that really is not self-de- 
termination, at all. And there are some 
people of high responsibility in our na- 
tion who do not subscribe to this policy. 


* 
But what other choice is there open to 


us? The choice, really, was no different 
for us in either of the last two world wars. 
We fought at that time because we clearly 
recognized that our way of life was in dan- 
ger, was threatened by the tyrannical am- 
bitions of nations bent on conquest. 


When that point is reached, we either 


stand up and fight or we are defeated. In 
the Dominican Republic, we have now gone 
beyond our initial point of protecting for- 
eign nationals there. We are taking a di- 
rect hand in the revolution that was 
spawned t h e r e some nine days ago. In 
short, the situation there is now the same 
as it is in Viet Nam. 


But there is one big difference. We are 


in the Dominican Republic long before the 


situation has become 
militarily critical for 
us. We are in there 
b e f o r e the commu- 
nists have established 


firm control of large areas and, therefore, 
may be able to secure our position before 
we face a serious threat of defeat. It is 
obvious, however, that had we hesitated in 
regard to the Dominican Republic, we 
would have faced another Cuba. We would 
have had another Red dictatorship in the 
Caribbean and would then be faced with 
quite another kind of test than that which 
we are currently meeting there. 


We face deadly risks in the Dominican 


Republic and in Viet Nam but anything 
less would be retreat, and retreat in the 
face of a communistic threat is sure de- 
feat. If there is any hope for the future, it 
lies to a great extent in the firmness we 
are now displaying. Either we stand up and 
be counted now or we will soon be counted 
out. 


Getting Upper 


Hand 


Technological Answer 


The various public power agencies and 


others in Nebraska are waging a full scale 
verbal war over the relative merits of 
some over-all consolidation or the joys of 
remaining relatively small and independ- 
ent. 


The state would be well advised, before 


rendering a decision, to consult some hand- 
book on what has been going on in the elec- 
tric industry in these very recent years. 
In the end this may reveal the lack of 
future for small time public power, as ex- 
ists in Nebraska, far more than any aca- 
demic controversy over desirability. 


Item 1—The industry has learned how 


to transmit power great distances with neg- 
legible line loss. This has changed the whole 
electrical picture. 


Item 2—Successful long distance trans- 


mission means the power source no longer 
need be close to the load. Kilowatts from 
the Middle West can be economically trans- 


mitted to either coast and vice versa. This 
makes huge generating plants practicable. 


Item 3—The bigger 
the 
generating 


plant the lower the cost of production. A 
half million killowatt generator or a mil- 
lion kilowatt generator, either atomic or 
conventional, would be of sufficient size to 
warrant a 25 per cent drop in rates. 


Item 4—Certainly w i t h o u t Omaha's 


production capacity the Nebraska public 
power agencies do not produce and can- 
not find a market for one million kilo- 
watts. The field of extremely low cost pow- 
er, under present conditions, would be de- 
nied Nebraska for lack of size. 


Item 5—The American private power 


industry has appropriated $3.5 billion this 
year for building a national transmission 
grid to make low cost power real. 


Nebraska cannot ignore these facts, nor 


cover them up with ideological dispute. It 
has to modernize, get as big as it can, 
and compete—or lose out. 


Common Tax Ground Tough 


A common ground for broadening of 


the state tax base probably represents as 
big a question as the broadening itself. 
This is demonstrated in two income tax 
measures now in the Legislature. One by 
Sen. Terry Carpenter would tax a percen- 
tage of your federal income tax. The other, 
by Sen. Hal Bauer of Lincoln, would be a 
fiat rate tax against gross income. 


The issue joined in the two measures 


is the question of progression. Carpenter's 
bill would take more tax money proportion- 
ately from the higher income groups. The 
more you earned, the greater percentage 
of income tax you would pay because 
that is the federal system. 


Under Bauer's proposal the amount of 


Income would make no difference. The 
same flat rate of 2 percent, or whatever 
it might be, would apply equally against 


all gross income. Thus, all taxpayers would 
pay the same tax on a percentage basis. 


Carpenter's bill is based more on abili- 


ty to pay while Bauer's bill has the practi- 
cal advantage. Carpenter's measure is the 
more fair but it would have opposition from 
strong forces that would not oppose Bau- 
er's proposal. Obviously, some higher in- 
come groups would oppose Carpenter's pro- 
posal while favoring Bauer's. 


Thus, the question is still whether we 


will have any broadening of the base at 
all and, if so, what form it will take. Past 
broadening efforts have met defeat for two 
reasons. One, some senators don't want a 
broadened base. Two, those who want a 
broadened base cannot come to agreement 
over the terms of doing so. The latter could 
again prove to be a deciding factor. 


What Is The Real Answer? 


A great segment of the British press is 


highly critical of American immigration 
authorities. The cause is the refusal to grant 
visiting permits to a great number of British 
"pop" singers. 


This is a cause of action too obscure for 


the most of us. We don't know, first, whether 
Great Britain is only trying to get a little 
peace by exporting their drum beating, 
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guitar strumming, singing element out of 
the country, and is mad because we won't 
take them all. Or, we don't know whether 
our authorities just can't interpret the rules 
for admission. The rules say the performers 
have to be artists of unusual merit and fur- 
ther, they cannot come in such numbers to 
create unemployment among our own art- 
ists in the same line of work 


The matter of artistic merit is a divided 


question. Certainly pop music has form. To 
the uninitiated it all sounds the same. Its 
subject matter is not edifying. Yet it at- 
tracts a great many young people. But it 
can't claim grace. 


Perhaps the young generation has a very 


troubling announcement to make to the 
older generation. In that case both coun- 
tries should keep their own pop singers and 
try to labor the matter out. That way we 
would have more people working on it. 


But if the young people are trying to 


tell us something why don't they state it in 
plain understandable language? They can 
resort, to the guitars later, if we lust say, 
"Oh hush up." 


Culturally we are what we were trained 


to be. We are taught not to understand the 
jiggly Asiatic music, nor the snake charm- 
er melody of India. And we can't communi- 
cate well with those people musically. But 
now we can't communicate with our own 
children and that is a rather serious mat- 
ter — far more serious than the issue being 
drawn by the British press.

After Twenfy Years 
War Again Threatens 


WASHINGTON — Twenty 


years ago today, the great 
German army began to sur- 
render. 
Its 
mechanized 


might had ridden roughshod 
over Poland, Belgium, Hol- 
land, France like a giant 
bulldozer 
pushing 
through 


shanty town. It had spread 
out over the plains of Rus- 
sia, rippled south as far as 
Stalingrad, engulfed the Bal- 
kans, and crossed the Medi- 
terranean to fan out over the 
deserts of North Africa. 
But on May 4, 1945, Ger- 
man soldiers, knowing the 
end was a matter of hours, 
began to lay down their 
rifles. At the River Elbe, 
R u s s i a n and American 
troops had met, s h a k e n 
hands, drunk a t o a s t for 
peace. A war which f o r 
Europe had begun almost 
six years before was over. 


On that day, twenty years 


ago, I was in San Francis- 
co, along with many other 
newsmen, watching the lead- 
ers of the allied world build 
an edifice for peace. On the 
whole they built well. One 
foundation stone of t h e i r 
building was discussion—the 
vital importance of bringing 
two quarreling nations be- 
fore an assembly of p e a c e 
and requiring them to thresh 
out their differences in pub- 
lic before their critical fel- 
low UN representatives. 


Secretary of State D e a n 


Rusk, ordinarily a thought- 
ful,* common-sense diplomat, 
has discouraged congression- 
al criticism of the adminis- 
tration's war policies. He ac- 
cuses his critics of "gullibili- 


ty," "nonsense," and "stub- 
born disregard of plain 
facts." President Johnson, 
in his latest press confer- 
ence, did not agree. He said 
it was unfair to label all crit- 
ics as appeasers and to dis- 
courage "honest, forthright 
discussion."* * * 


I agree with 
President 


Johnson. Not only was t h e 
United Nations founded for 
the purpose of free and open 
discussion, but the constitu- 
tion of the United States re- 
quires that a declaration of 
war must be debated and 
voted by Congress. 


In most previous threats 


of war, Americans had no 
opportunity to look down the 
track, see the locomotive of 
war bearing down on them 
in time to avoid collision. 


In Korea, the attack oc- 


curred overnight. At Pearl 
Harbor the American people 
woke up on a Sunday morn- 
ing to find ther fleet sunk. 
True, events leading up to 
those tragedies, 
especially 


Pearl Harbor, gave indica- 
tion that war was coming. 


But in the current crisis in 


Viet Nam, this 
so-called 


"brush-fire" or isolated war 
has dragged on for 18 years. 
We have had time to diag- 
nose it, analyze it, deter- 
mine whether we want it to 
drift into world war. 


This drift is dangerous. 


Never in the twenty y e a r s 
since the German army be- 
gan surrendering has there 
been such a danger of war, 
such a dire need to head off 
world war.

Khrushchev Policy 
Still Prevailing 


WASHINGTON — W h i l e 


Nikita Khrushchev was ab- 
ruptly shoved off the stage 
into obscurity, the doctrine 
he proclaimed still prevails. 
For harassed American pol- 
icy-makers with a 
second 


war on their hands that doc- 
trine is a warning sign on 
the road into a troubled fu- 
ture. 
The 
Khrushchev declara- 


tion of Jan. 6, 1961, followed 
a meeting in Moscow of dele- 
gates of 81 communist par- 
ties, It was the first authori- 
tative definition of the rea- 
sons for the split between 
Red China and the Soviet 
Union. Khrushchev declared 
for "peaceful coexistence." 
since a nuclear war would 
destroy all civilization. Chi- 
na was contending for war 
as an instrument to impose 
communism, with the risk of 
a 
nuclear 
holocaust ac- 


cepted. 


But the speech was much 


more than that. It 
defined 


"wars of national libera- 
tion" as "sacred" wars, with 
Khrushchev pledging a i d to 
all peoples "striving 
for 


their independence." In Mos- 
cow's interpretation the war 
raged in South Viet Nan by 
the national liberation front 
fits this description to a tee. 


American policy is based 


on the conviction that the Vi- 
etnamese w a r is fomented 
and largely supported by 
North Viet Nam with h el p 
from China. If this is a "war 
of n a t i o n a l liberation" 
it must be resisted no mat- 
ter what the cost. Failure 
would mean more such wars 
wherever supposedly s o f t 
spots exist. 


The Pentagon is now pre- 


paring to double at least the 
number of American ground 
troops in South Viet Nam. 
Whether this will be suffi- 
cient to hold the line is wide- 
ly debated within the top 
military command, an influ- 
ential view being that 60,000 
to 70,000 American troops 
can hardly be more than a 
token in terms of need. But 
this illustrates how grave is 
the commitment to resist 
such wars. 


The explosion in the Do- 


minican Republic illustrates 
still another difficulty in as- 
sessing and restraining wars 
that may or may not have 
Communist aid and encour- 
agement. The troubled effort 
at self-government, follow- 
ing 30 years of a cruel and 
ruthless dictatorship, h a s 
e n d e d in virtual anarchy. 
How much infiltrators from 
Cuba have helped to create 
this anarchy no one can say 
with accuracy. 


In his famous 1961 speech 


Khrushchev c i t e d 
Latin 


America as "one more front 
of active struggle against 
American imperialism." No 
longer, he said, is L a t i n 
America "an appendage of 
the United States ... the 
whole world has heard t h e 
thunder of the heroic Cuban 
revolution," he w e n t on. 
"Solidarity with revolution- 
ary Cuba" was not only the 
"duty" of Latin Americans 
but also the "duty of the so- 
cialist countries, of the entire 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Com- 


munist movement, the prole- 
tariat of all areas of t h e 
world."

Hike Reported By Skarda

State government salaries! 


in Nebraska have increased 
$42.1 
million over the past 14 


years, a member of the State 
Legislature reported Monday. 


Sen. 
William Skarda Jr. of 


Omaha did not say whether 
the hike was good or bad. He 
said the information was in- 
tended to "guide" the Legis- 
lature in determining state 
expenditures for the two-year 
fiscal period beginning July 1. 


According to Skarda's fig- 


ures, compiled by the Legis- 
lative Council, the number of 
full and part-time state em- 
ployes has increased 
from 


11,372 in 1950 to 17,623 in 1964. 


At the same time, annual 


salary outlays have jumped 
from $23.4 million to a record 
$656 million. 


The State Departments of 


Institutions and Roads showed 
the biggest personnel and sal- 
ary increases. 


In 1950, the Institutions De- 


partment employed 2,163 full- 
time and no part-time work- 
ers, compared to 3,910 full- 
'time and no part-time em- 
' ployes in 1964. Salary ex- 
penditures increased $7.7 mil- 
lion annually over the period. 


The Highway Department 


employed 1,762 full-time and 
110 part-time 
employes in 


1930. 
This compares 
with 


2,595 full-time and 106 part- 


ine workers in 1964. Salary 
utlays jumped $7.5 million. 
A recent national survey 
howed that state employes in 
Nebraska are paid less than 
in most other states. 


It was estimated that the 
verage salary is $80.65 per 
week, or 44th in the nation.

Regents Ask Additional $934,557 
For Experiment Station Program 


Taking exception to the Leg- 


islature's Budget Committee 
recommendations for the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska's experi-j 
merit station program, t h e j 
Board of Regents Monday re- 
quested that an additional 
$934.557 be appropriated dur- 
ing the n«&t biennium. 


The request was made in 


a letter, made public Monday 
at a Board of Regents meet- 
ing, 
signed by Dr. Joseph So- 


shnik, corporation secretary 
and vice chancellor for busi- 
ness and finance. The letter 
was 
to Budget Committee 


Chairman Sen. Richard Mar- 
vel of Hastings. 


Soshnik said the additional 


funds arfe needed if the ex- 
periment station work is to 
be carried out according to 
the program outlined by the 
committee, including $184,557 
for salary adjustments if the 
wage increases recommended 
by the committee were to be 
followed. 
;~An additional $630,000 w a s 
asked to support the 19 new 
projects at the stations en- 
dorsed by the committee, and 
f 100,000 was requested for the 


High Plains Agricultural Re- 
search Center at Sidney which 
the University did not request 
but which the committee rec- 
ommended on its own initi- 
ative. 


Sugar Beet Research 


Rounding off the request 


was $20,000 for additional sug- 
ar beet research. 


The letter said that the 14% 


phaseout in current'projects 
would not mean that staff sal- 
aries could be cut according- 
ly because persons engaged 
in these projects are "simul- 
taneously engaged in other 
projects which are not sched- 
uled for termination during 
the 1965-67 biennium." 


Soshnik added that "termi- 


nation relates to the crop year 
or other research cycle in- 
volved, not to the fiscal year. 


"For 
these and other rea- 


sons, a simple mathematical 
calculation based on 'project 
terminations' during a given 
biennium does not provide a 
workable basis for financial 
planning in connection w i t h 
research activities of an agri- 
cultural experiment station."

Committee for Civil Liber- 
i ties, were each fined $1 and 
court costs after a "sing-in" 
forced city councilmen to or- 
der 49 marching, chanting 
demonstrators removed from 
the chambers. 


The t w o clergymen were 


charged with violation of a 
city ordinance prohibiting dis- 
turbing a lawful assemblage 
and an ordinance prohibiting 
disturbing the peace, but the 


1 latter charge was dropped. A 
, municipal court jur\ le\ied 
the fines and the two clergy- 
men appealed to the district 
court, where a jury upheld 
the fining, and then to t h e 
Supreme Court. 


"They came together, sat

NCAA rules permit staff 


members of member institu- 
tions to provide information 
concerning student athletes to 
pro sports organizations pro- 
vided they do not receive di- 
rect or indirect compensation, 
including Christmas presents, 
graduities~ or expense- p a i d 
trips. 


Corbett said the four-point 


agreement with the pros pro- 
vides: 


1 No college student shall 


be signed to a contract or any 
other document including a 
letter of intent from the time 
of his first college enrollment 
until completion of his institu- 
tion's football season during 
the academic year in which 
the student's entering class is 
to graduate. 


The football season includes 


post-season contests but not 
all-star games. 


2. The leagues agree they 


will not sign a student en- 
gaged in his fourth year of 
football until after all football 
competition for that year—in- 
cluding post-season games — 
but they may sign a student 
with football eligibility re- 
maining between the comple- 
tion of the varsity season of 
his fourth academic year and 


letes that such signings not 
be announced. 


Corbett said the penalty pio- 


vision of the NFL, signed by 
its club owners, and agreed 
to by the AFL, says that if 
a club violates the rules it 
shall be subject to disciplinary 
action by the commissioner 
after a notice and hearing.
